Dale, WD9GWH comments about his TX-1 VFO 


>So now I am contemplating replacing the mica caps in that VFO. Are small value 
>mica caps still available anywhere? How about ones with various temperature 
>coefficients? Does anyone have experience trying to tame an Apache with drift 
>problems? 


Dale, the Apache was my first VFO controlled rig, and eventually I replaced all 
of the VFO caps with dipped mica caps. 500V micas are still freely available 
and fairly cheap (Mouser, Digi-Key, et al). I didn't bother trying for the 
ultimate low warm-up drift, so didn't bother with what would have been a lot of 
cut-n-try with tempco capacitors. After 30 minutes, it was stable enough to 
use on 10 meters and I could actually keep my hand off the VFO for the duration 
of a CW QSO on that band. 


What is left of that original Apache is sitting in the garage with a shorted 
plate transformer, and various cosmetic defects as happen when you insist on 
carrying around a 115 pound green box that hasn't workd for 20 out of the past 
30 years over several QTH shifts! However, it was a later model (with the 
‘new' mode switch, switchable neutralization and PA screen voltage changes 
between AM/CW and SSB modes, PA compartment cooling fan, etc.), and what 
remains of the innards (mostly complete) is going to update a very clean but 
much older TX-1 that I obtained from Tom, WC9M. Heck, I may paint one of the 
390A's in Heath Green Shades and put it in the ‘old' Apache cabinet to sit next 
to the new one. 


About your wildly jumpy VFO, I'd either suspect a cap went waaay west, or your 
contact cleaner somehow contaminated the bandswitch, coil forms or tube socket 
inside the VFO housing. Seems to me it was a ceramic switch and coil forms, so 
may clean up ok. Re-clean the main tuning cap bearings and any rotor contacts 
also. 


Looking forward to a TX-1 to TX-1 QSO with ya someday!

I have enjoyed this thread especially Bobbi's stories (which I always 
enjoy). Bobbi's comment re the TV transmitter with no knobs reminds me of 


my days with Collins Radio way back when. I think it was in the late 60's 
that we built some HF broadcasters for the VOA, Canadian and Australian 
short wave services. These rigs produced 750kw of amplitude modulated RF in 
the HF bands. The modulator which was capable of 500kw of audio was 
something to behold. There were no knobs or meters, the sole interface 
being via a teletype machine and a Collins made computer. I believe these 
were the first serious computer controlled transmitters built and I know 
they caused much heartburning with the engineers who ran them in the field. 
The power was awsome and I always harbored an evil desire to crank one up 
on 20 meters and blow a big wheel away!! Anyway I do remember a story from 
Australia. The first was installed in a remote site near Darwin in Northern 
Australia. It replaced a somewhat smaller transmitter, around 50kw as I 
recall. It was connected up to the same antenna system and tested at fairly 
low power levels. On the big day when it was to go into service the 
Minister came up from Canberra to push the big switch and of course it was 
to go on at full power. The story goes that when the switch was pushed 
there was a blinding flash from the field and the antenna system 
disintegrated in flaming metal. It is a good story but I cannot vouch for 
its truth. 

I don't recall whether these rigs had spectacular KERCHUNKS but I am sure 
they did. I wonder if there is any old Collins or VOA guys out there who 
remember these monsters. There may even be a few still in service.

Fellow anchorites-- 


Have just spoken with Rick Mish about some parts, and in the conversation, he 
asked if I'd ever seen the R-390A operate as a panadapter. I allowed as I had 
not. When properly connected to a sweep generator and a scope, Rick says it 
can be done, and very easily. He says you connect the scope to the Diode Load 
(on rear of rcvr) and you connect the sweep generator, at a 3 mHz offset for 
bands above 8 mHz, into the grid of the second oscillator via E402. The 
offset is different for bands below 8 mHz. The displayed spectrum is approx 
150 kHz either side of the dialed in frequency. For example, if you set the 
R-390A on 3.8 mHz, and set the sweep at the proper offset, you'll see sigs 
displayed from 3.650 to 3.950. 


Anyway ... seems as though Rick is a genius at this. And he has WavTek sweep 
generators, appropriate to the task, for sale at $225 each. I thought this 
sounded like fun and so I am buying one.

A while back I described my project to rebuild an R390A from parts 
collected from various sources. This has progressed quite well and I 


thought it worth describing a little here. 

I first acquired an empty frame which did include the wiring harness. It 
was pretty dirty and the front panel had been disfigured rather badly. So I 
dismantled it completely and took all the metal parts (except the panel) to 
a metal refinisher. On his advice we decided just to etch rather than 
anodise because this latter process would probably dissolve the embedded 
nuts. I am not sure that this would be the case but anyway the metal turned 
out just beautiful. The front panel I stripped mainly with wet and dry as I 
never found a chemical stripper which did much good. The engraving I filled 
with artists achrylic paint and a very fine brush. Came out quite well. 
When it was all reassembled it looked just like new. I next tackled the 
power supply which cleaned up well and a new coat of paint on the 
transformer was the finishing touch. I then installed a couple of robust 
diodes in place of the rectifier tubes as I did not have any on hand. 

The next step was the audio sub assembly. I gave it a bath in some cleaner 
which is normally used with ultrasonic cleaners and it came out looking 
like new. I then decided to do the Kleronimos mod which turned out to be a 
little more difficult than I had anticipated but it was so worth while. I 
installed the modified unit in a working 390A and the results were 
spectacular to say the least. The radio now sounds like an SX28 only better. 
I am now working on the IF unit which has also been given a bath. The LM117 
mod to replace the regulator tube has been completed and I will install the 
IF unit in the next few days and see if I can get it to work. I have a 
sweep generator which tunes from 100 to 2000 KHz which I will use for the 
alignment. 

This is an absorbing project and I expect to end up with a very special R390A. 
It is now my bedtime so cheers to all.

Tom & gang: 


I have restored several TOs and a Global (one of the more rare TO 
"companion" receivers circa 1946). In the case of the "stag" Murphy's Oil 
Soap (tm) does work well, and I DO NOT recommend anything stronger. 


One of the problems with the Zenith "stag" is that it pickes up mildew 
very well and this is a pain to get rid of. I have used a pound of coffee 
(regular or decaf, makes no difference) poured inside a plastic bag, and 
the radio case placed inside the bag, and the bag is sealed. In about a 
week, the coffee grounds pick up the mildew smell and the case is much 
more plesant to have laying around the house! 


>I've heard many people recommend application of Armor-All 

>on the exterior after cleaning -- but after seeing the fracas on 
>the BA list about this product recently, maybe I just shouldn't 
>"go there". 


I definately would not recommend Armor-All. 


To properly restore the stag, after it is cleaned and reglued, take black 
shoe dye, and thoroughly soak down the stag. Try for several uniform 
coats over the entire exterior and interior of the case. Let this dry for 
3 to 4 days. 


After the shoe dye is thoroughly dry, take some black paste shoe polish 
and HAND RUB the case applying about 4 to 5 coats over a weeks time. The 


polish soaks into the stag, and eventually builds up, just like 
spitshining shoes. 


The final process is to spray a VERY LIGHT coating of Pledge over top of 
the shoe polish. This "sets" the polish, and makes it very hard to damage 
the polish job. (This is an old Marine Corps trick used to put a 
"permenant spitshine" on combat boots of the DIs). 


Needless to say, the overall look to the case is about 1000 percent 
better than when you started. The "stag" is now durable and won't dry out 
and the polish won't rub off when the case is handled. 


Lots of work, but the effort is well worth it.
